Michel, B.C.. Aug 2,—¥orest fires

The known loss of life is already 
62, and it is feared the losa may 
exceed that in any conflagration éiney 
the San Francisco fire, while the 
property loss will easily run over five 
million dollars, 

The loss at Fernie alone, where only 
one building is left standing, is eati- 
mated at two to three millions, 

In Cranbrook the lose is very 
heavy and other towns on the line 
Swept out wilt swell the total, while 
the loss to the Canadian Pacific and 
Great Northern railway, and to the 


big lumbering and inining interests 
that is enormous. 


Kiverywhere bridges are btirned 
down, the track charred and twisted, 
telegraph wires literally melted, and 
one pole is left standing in many 
miles, For imiles and miles around 
the country is one seething hell. Dvyi- 
ven by fierce winds, fires leap mile 
at a time and break out unexpectedly 
in points far remoyed, North and 
south of this town the flames are rag- 
ing. 

All last night and ali to-day the 
hills all around have belehed sinoke 
atid flames. Heroic efforts have been 
made to save property, and when the 
summing-up comes many deeds of 
heroism will be recorded 

Failed To Save Mills. 

Pete Campbell came in with three 

men who were severely burned trying 


to save the Bparwood Lumber Co,'s 
mills between here and Fernie. The 
men were taken to the hospital, Two 


Mill die. Campbell said he left the 
manager, Mr. Forester, with, his wife 
and thirty men, fighting the flames, 
and for the time the worst was feared, 
but word came in since that they es- 
caped after great peril, and many of 
them burned, to Campbell's Siding, 
Other parties, it is feared, were not 
o fortunate, and with fires leaping 
everywhere the loss of life is likely to 
be very heavy. 

The body of Pete Miller found on 
CYR. track charred and four other 
bodies were brought in here by the G. 
N. yard engine, of men whose lives 
were lost trying to save the big Elk 
riyer bridge on the Great Northern 
fifteen miles below here. But their 
sacrifice was nnavailing, as the strac- 
ture was totally destroyed, 

Between Hosmer and Fernie the 
country has been swept entirely bare. 
W. Carswell, assitant superintendent 
of the Great Northern, has arrived 


here after maling the journey — on 
foot and by handcar from Fernie

The fire caught hold of Michel 

Nelson, B.C,, Aug. 2.—The dreadful 
disaster in the Crow’s Nest Pass has 
proved to be even worse than at first 
reported. Not merely: has the fierce 
fiend obliterated Fernie, but Coal 
Creek, Michel and, it is feared, other 
Pass towns have gone out existence,

Over 7,000 people are home-

Bush fires are responsible for 
whole horrible affair 

Mayor W. W. Tuttel, of Fernie, at 
3.90 this morning, sent Mayor Taylor, 
of Nelson, the following appeal 

“Ow city entirely burned out, six 
thousand people homeless, we appeal 
to you for relief.” 

The following reply was sent by 
Acting Mayor D. ©, MeMorris: “W 
W. Tuttle, Mayor, Fernie, B.C —Car- 
load of supplies leaving this morning, 


Nelson sincerely sympathizes, and 
will do all possible to assist. Am 


coming with supplies.” 

The Daily News woke up Nelson 
shortly before midnight, and a citi 
zen’s emergency meeting was held in 
the newspaper office, lasting all night 
Nelson people responded bravely, and 
at 4 a.m, the C.P.R. steamer started 
off with a carload of provisions, tents 
and ‘blankets, 

Acting Mayor MeMorris personally 
accompanied the firet relief install- 
ment, and he will represent Nelson 
on the ground until the first great 
shock is over. 

At 2.90 this afternoon the emerg- 
ency committee and a large number 
of citizens gathered at the Daily News 
office, A cash subscription list of 
some $1,200 was instantly got up, and 
provision made to send off a second 
carload of supplies. The C.P.R, at 
once placed a steamer at the commit- 
tee’s disposal and this was loaded up 
with the supplies, 

Still mor® urgent requests for help 
having come from Cranbrooke whence 
all the refugees were taken last night, 
It was decided to take in here as many 
as would come on, Nelson people 
without limit unreservedly throwing 
open their houses and many public 
buildings -being got ready. 

Caring For Refugees. 

Between 600 and 700 refugees are 
being brought here by the C.P.R., and 
will reach Kootenay Landing at 10.30 
and this city about 10 o'clock to-nor- 
row morning, A special citizens com- 
mittee has gone down to Kootenay 
Landing with the second lot of sup- 
plies, to meet and look after the first 
bateh of refugees and bring them 
here. 

Meantime preparations are going 
on here to house, feed and clothe the 
unfortunate sufferers on their arrival, 
The C.P.R, have a temporary line 
through the burned district and west- 
bound passengers ure due here at 6 
a.m, to-morrow,

Burned For Forty Miles.

Between seventy and 
one hundred people are known to have 
met death, The property damage at 
@ moderate estimate between four and 
five million dollars 

The disaster is unique in the his- 
tory of Weetern Canada, For an en 
tire section of country towns, rail- 
ways, bridges, and forests were swept 
away. To-night at dusk, the fire was 
still burning. ; 

When the blaze occurred at Fernie 
late yesterday afternoon, wire com- 
munication was broken, This alter- 
noon at 4 o'clock the C. P. R. had 
succeeded in establishing a temporary

From there Cranbrook, the next di- 
visional point to the West, learned 
that not less than seventy lives were 
known to have been lost in Fernie 
alone. 

In Nelson, which is fairly well in 
touch with the situation, this estim- 
ate is regarded as conservative.

Akoos, after winning at Regina, came 
on to Winnipeg and participated in the 
athietic meet at the exhibition, where 
he finished first in the three-mile race. 
He won in easy style, but was placed 
fourth because in the sealed handicap 
he was placed on scratch. 

One remarkable thing about Akoos is 
that he runs in moccasins. Mr, Gray's 


correspondent declares. that when “koos 
puts om the spiked shoes and places the 
mcecasins on the shelf he will fairly fly. 
It is the intention of the Yndian’s han- 
dlers to sead him after the 25-mile re- 
cord at an early date.—Ottawa Citizen.

BETTER CLASS OF PEOPLE. 


A. M. Murray, immigration agent o! 
the Dominion government at Exeter, 
England, arrived in the city on Satur 
day and ie registered at the Alberta 
hotel, He is on a trip through Can 
ada to keep in close toueh with the 
growth and development of the coun- 
try, so that he can have knowledge at 
first hand of the advantages and needs 
of Canada, Today he is driving through 
the distrie. with C, W. Sutter, inca! 
immigration agent. He leaves in a 
day or 60 for Calgary and will proceed 
westward to the Pacific coast. 

Speaking to # Bulletin representa 
tive on immigration matters, Mr. Mur 
ray 6tated that residents of Great Bri 
tain were greatly interested in Canadas 
and large numbers were constantly 
coming out to settle in this country. 
The poliey of the immigration branch 
of the Dominion government during 
the past year was to restrict immigra 
tion to only a desirable class of set- 
flers, As a consequence the volume 
of immigration from England to Can- 
ada this year was not so great as ip 
former years, but thie deficiency was 
more than made up by the uniforms 
fine class of people sent out. In 1907 
he estimated that fully 200,000  imuini- 
grants came from Great Britain to 
eettle in Canada, while this year the 
number would be 40 per cent. less 

Mr. Murray stated that the Canadian 
immigration officials in England were 
directing their efforts chiefly to bring- 
ing out those ekilled in agriculture 
and domestics as this was what the 
country needed. If mechanics were 
required they were usually informed of 
the demand through their unions 
Many of the immigrants this year have 
considerable money and plan to pur- 
chase land in Western Canada 

Mr. Murray last travelled through 
Canada in 1901 and naturally sees some 
very remarkable changes in the coun- 
try since that time. He was mueh 
impressed by Alberta and regarde it 
as an excellent place for immigrants 
With some knowledge of farming to 
locate.
